Mild Winter and Little Snow in the 
North--Conditions Good 


P. Cunningham, of Lesser Slave 
Lake, fur buyer for Bredin & 
Cornwall, came in from the north 
last night with 24 packs of furs, 
valued at approximately $25,000. 
Mr. Cunningham, in conversa- 

ition with the Bulletin today, 
stated that he made the trip of 3800 
miles with two teams in 10 days, 
The last stretch of the trail, how- 

ever, from the Landing down, is 
in bad shape, as there is scarcely 
any snow, and the sleighing 3s 
very poor. Up the other way, of 
course the ice is good on the river 
and Lesser Slave Lake, but 
freighters working between the 
lake and Peace River Crossing 
have had a bad winter of it, as 
there was just enough snow to 
spoil the wheeling, but not enough 
for sleighing. ‘They have been 
using wagons all winter, but the 
trail to the c rossing 1s strewn with 
the wrecks of wagons that have 
come to grief. There are over 100 
freighters working on the Lesser 
Slave trail this winter, and an im- 
mense amount of freight is going 
in this winter—much more than 
ever before. The fur trade has 
been exceptionally good this win- 
ter, and Mr. Cunningham = says 
that conditions were never better 
in the north than at the present 
time.

IN MOROSCO SITUATION 


Signs of Outward Freindship 


Hide Esirangement Between 


Francs and Germany But Peaceasle Solution 
Hoped For 


— 


Paris, Feb. 17.—The Foreign 
Office continues to take an optim- 
istic view of the result of the con- 
ferences of Algeciras, but this is 
ccupled with the v.atemert that 
France will not yield upon the es- 
sential question of the control of 
police. This position appears to 
indicate that any German propo- 
sitions basedjupon the condition 
of France relinquishing her claim 
for police power over Morocco are 
likely to meet with failure. How- 
ever there is no evidence of serious 
Irasco-German tension. On the 
contrary it is significant that a 
dinner occurs at the German Em- 
bassy here Monday at which 
Prince Von Radolin, the German 
ambassador, will entertain the 
three members of the French 
Cabinet—Premier Rouvier, War 
Minister Etienne, and Marine 
Minister Thomson, thus indicating 
the most agreeable outward rela- 
tions.
